Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on March 4, 2008, which has 
been entered into the file. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has canceled claims 12-14. 

• Claims 4-7 and 15 remain pending in this application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered none has disclosed a diffraction element having a substrate with an incoming-side diffraction 
grating having a concave/convex shape disposed in the central region of the incoming-side surface of the 
substrate, a first outgoing-side diffraction grating having a concave/convex shape disposed in the 
outgoing-side surface of the substrate to receive the light not diffracted by the incoming-side diffraction 
grating and a second outgoing-side diffraction grating covered by a reflective layer having a 
concave/convex shape disposed in the outgoing-side surface of the substrate and in the light path of the 
diffracted light by the incoming-side diffraction grating. The grating pitch of the second outgoing-side 
diffraction grating is the same as the grating pitch of the incoming-side diffraction grating. The 
incoming-side diffraction grating is configured to relate to an external light source such that only a center 
portion of the external light having stronger intensity than a peripheral portion of the external light is not 
diffracted by the incoming-side diffraction grating..
